| asked to review them is un- 
nerving. Rarely are publish- 
ers so generous. 

The reviewer might be hard 
pressed to be objective about 
the books—after all, if he 
doesn't like them and says so, 
perhaps no such largesse will 
be forthcoming in the future. 

Being corruptibie, I ap- 
proached /this Childeraft 1li- 
brary with some. trepidation. 
I didn’t want to bite the hand 
that fed me. 

After a_careful scrutiny of 
the 15 volumes, I am happy to 
report that no compromise of 
critical standards is involved 
when I say that the “How and 
Why”’ library is an impressive 
piece of publishing, and worth 
buying if you have that kind of 
money. 

I add the qualification about 
money for parents whose weil- 
meant but often misguided 
zeal_for their child's develop- 
ment prompts them to invest 
in sets of books that are be- 
yond their means. 

Such books will certainly en- 
rich a child’s experience, but 
the lack of them will not re- 
sult in retardation. Books of 
the quality and scope of this 
Childeraft series are a luxury, 
and should not be purchased 
at the cost of financial strain. 

Perhaps the publishers would 
not ggree (although they 
might) but that is how I feel.
